SHERMAN SPEAKS. 


He Scores the President's Fi- 


nancial Policy in the Senate, 


NO ACTION ON THE 
HOUSE 


BOND AND TARIFF BILLS 


BEFORE NEXT TITES- 


DAY. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 Senator Sher- 


man today in the senate delivered his 
long expected speech on the president's 
financial policy. 


Mr. Sherman opposed President Cleve- 


land's recommendations as to tbe finan- 
cial policy, especially as to tbe currency. 
The president, Senator Sherman said, bad 
mistaken the cause of tbe present finan- 
cial condition in attributing it lo a de- 
mand for gold for the United States notes, 
Instead of to the deficiency of revenue 
caused by the legislation of the last con- 
gress, thus placing the effect before the 
cause. 


The president's proposed remedy, name- 


ly : conversion of United States notes and 
treasury notes into interest bearing bonds, 
thus increasing the interest bearing debt 
nearly $500,000,000, would have the effect 
of producing a sharp contraction of cur- 
rency and so add greatly to the burden of 
existing debts, and arrest the progress of 
almost every American industry. 


Mr. Sherman declared the true line o? 


pnblic policy is to supply the government 
with ample means to meet current ex- 
penses, and to pay each year a portion of 
the public debt. The reserve could then 
be easily maintained without cost, except 
at a loss of the interesf on the gold in the' 
treasury, but with a saving of the interest 
on United States notes and treasury notes 
of five times the interest lost by gold held 
in reserve. 


Mr. Sherman laid stress upon the fact 


that from the close of the war to the inau- 
guration of President Cleveland, the gov- 
ernment expenditures had been less than 
the receipts. Now lor the first time there 
waa a deficiency of revenue. 
Senator 


Sherman then criticized the president's 
action in refusing to sign the Wilson bill 
as it passed the senate, yet now he sup- 
ported it. 


The senate has agreed this afternoon 


that the adjournment today shall be to 
Tuesday next, when it is expected the 
finance committee will be able to report 
both the bond and the tariff bills of the 
house. 


The house reassembled today but im- 


mediately adjourned until next Monday, 
under tbe arrangement announced by 
Chairman Dingley of the ways and ;-<e. na 
committee.

May Find Adventure In 


the Transvaal. 


JAMESON' MARCHING OXJOHAffiESBURG 


Boers Are Marching There Too and An- 


other Boer's War May be the Outcome. 


Dangers and Opportunities for 


North Adams Men. 


There la trouble in the Transvaal. 
But 


who in this town would cure a snap about 
considerable shooting in that Tar away 
African colony were not some North Ad- 
ams people endangered. It is fresh in the 
minds of everyone in these parts who 
have read the papers that Messrs Alfhau- 
ser and Mabbett, two well known yomig 
men of this city, plucked up courage and 
started out for Africa many months ago to 
seek adventure and their fortunes in that 
land. Recent letters and papers from 
them from the city of Jobnannesburg 
where they are residing showed that they 
were rapidly acquiring fortune and now 
it would appear they are going to have 
the adventure. These enterprising young 
men invaded the "dark continent" with 
American novelties and found ready sales 
for them at a much higher profit than the 
legal interest on money in this state. 
About $1,000 a month was reckoned to be 
their earnings. Large fortunes have dis- 
appeared in the presence of wan and if 
the present row keeps up in the Trans- 
vaal there in a strong probability of the 
young men returning home poor, if they 
return at all. 


Dr. Jameson, a middle-aged .Scotchman, 


who was pounding pilliiand spreading 
plasters in the town of Kimberly only a 
few years ago but who has since achieved 
a reputation an a juggler with African dis- 
position, is the cauho of all the uneasiness. 
Jameson is the minister of the British 
South African company and he is at pres- 
ent marching upon Johannesburg, where 
Messrs. Aff haunor and Mabbett are driv- 
ing their trade, at the head of an army 
of about 800 men for thu purpose of assisf 
ing the Uitlanders aguinnt the Boers. This 
in thought very bad taste in Dr. Jameson 
by the British secretary of state of the 
the colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, but as 
the doctor hail cut down all the wires be- 
hind him there is no way of informing 
him juet how badly it is believed he is 
misbehaving until he reaches his objective 
point, Johannesburg. Messengers have 
been dispatched after the doctor to tell 
him to retire from the Transvaal and mind 
his own business, but in the meanwhile 
the Johannesburg people pride them- 
selves on the fact that they nave arms 
and ammunition for 30,000 men. 


It is interesting to note here that 


Messrs. Affhauser and Mabbett are of 
that class that is known as Uitlanders. 
That name has been given to all foreigners 
in Boer's hind and the breeze has arisen 
over the fact that the Uitlanders want a 
share if not the control of the government 
of the Transvaal, contrary to the wishes 
of the Boers and their very diplomatic, 
though unlearned President Kruger, now 
almost eighty years of age. These Uit- 
landers are wealthy and are present in 
large numbers in the Transvaal, attracted 
there by its fabulously rich gold fields. 


Dr. Jameson, then, and his army are 


the friends of Messrs. Affhauser and 
Mabbett. Who knows what tide is flow- 
ing in these young men's fortunes? Old 
Kruger has ordered an array of the 
burghers to proceed on Johannesburg to 
meet the Scotchman's forces. Supposing 
both armies should encamp outside the 
city and the Boers within it should be of 
little consequence. 
Messrs. 
Affhauser 


and Mabbett might turn from their novel- 
ties to their wheels again and steal out on 
their noiseless wind and rubber and 
lead 
the 
Jameson 
men victorious 


into Johannesburg. 
For this valuable 


service they would be given rank, title 
and command. Then the 30,000 rifles 
could be turned on the encamped burghers 
and their lire sweep through the Trans- 
vaal, dooming Krugher and his Volksraad. 
The end from a local standpoint might be 
that North Adams' glory would be en- 
riched by provinces in Transvaal land* 
Cecil Rhodes could never, then, attain his 
ambition of annexing that territory to 
Capo Colony. It would be protected by 
Scotch stnrdinew and Northern Berkshire 
ingenious enterprise.

the Ramage pnper mill, one is not unpre- 
pared to find Readsboro "quite a place." 


And such it is. There is a paper anC 


box mill that gives employment to some 
seventy-five hands; a chair factory that 
gives work to as many more; a tannery. 
owned by n prosperous firm in our own 
town, that keeps tanning the year round; 
several small shops, a half-dozen gooc 
stores, excellent water power, and a pop- 
ulation of some GOO people who seem all 
active and all proud of their little town. 


But more than what Readsboro is, L- 


what Readsboro and vicinity hopes to be. 
It has caught the spirit so pronounced at 
the west end of the tunnel. 


One project just accomplished is the for 


mation of a Readsboro building and loan 
association. This enterprise, encouraged 
and sustained by a dozen of the town's 
prominent citizens, is for rhe purpose <,f 
lending a helping hand to every project 
of building and new enterprise and for the 
increase of tbe number of those who 
own their own homes.

At its first inception, more 
than a year ago, North Adams took a 
lively interest in the plan, but as it did 
not develop at once, North Adams' inter- 
est lagged. 


However, Readsboro people are today 


Tho business men 
there have implicit faith in it und say it is 
coming within a few months to iielp both 
Readsboro and North Adams. Several 
surveys have recently been made, all tin.1 
rights on the water shed about Howe's 
pond have been secured, and we are as- 
sured that Boston-capital stands ready to 
put in the plant the moment that a buffi- 
cieot market for the power to be gener- 
atfed Is secured. This means, of course, a. 
reliance on North Adatntt ta subscribe for 
a portion of that power. 


The plan is to conduct th« water from 


tbe pond, which lies two miles back from 
Readsboro, by pipes to tbe top of the 
mountain just south and opposite tho vil- 
lage, where a fall of 800 l';et can be se- 
cured and place the generating plant at 
the foot of this mountain, also a power 
plant to be used in case tbr; water supply 
Should ever fail. Wires will then conduct 
this cheap and convenient power to North 
Adams and elsewhere.

NEARER AND NEARER. 


Fall ol llabana Appears lo Bi Only a Question 


ol Time. 


HABANA, Jan. 8.—There is now no doubt 


that the insurgents are in large farce in the 
province of Habana and arc spread over a 
wine space, their rear guard still stretch! njr 
back into Matanzas province, while their 
vnriKimrd Is at Aguacate, a town of Some 
importance on the railroad line between 
Matnnzns and Habana, and only a little 
over 30 miles from Habana, 


Apparently the full force of tho insur- 


gents ore engaged in this renewed incur- 
sion toward Habann. 
But they maintain 


the same scattered formation, divided into 
columns, which proved effective in carry- 
ing them Into t! c immediate neighbor- 
hood of Matinzas, the different columns 
apparently retaining the Intuitive faculty 
of knowing the whereabouts and needs of 
each other, and thus being able to co-oner 
ate with one another and avail themselves 
to the full extent of the feints and diver- 
sions which the different columns carry 
out for the assistance of the others. 


The Spanish commanders are appar 


ently utterly unable to cope with tills 
kind of warfare, or to check the advance 
of the insurgents, which is now once more 
directed straight upon Habana. 
'Early 


yesterday the authorities apparently had 
hopes of preventing the entrance of the in- 
surgents into Habana' province. When it 
became known that they were gathering 
in force on the borders, two battalions of 
troops were stationer! at Las Palos to op 
pose their advancs into the rich valley of 
the Gumes, which ia studded over with the 
most valuable raneflelds OD the Island. 
The Spanish troops seem to ham failed 
utterly to prevent the insurgents from 
parsing them and reaching Agnacate, 
which is, however, well to the northward 
of the Guinea district. 


It is learned that Gomez now Intends to 


extend his incursion into the western prov- 
ince of Pirmr del Bio, and the situation is 
considered exceedingly grays in view of 
the great activity that has been manifested 
by local bands of insurgents in Pinar del 
Kio ever since Gomez's advance into Mn- 
tanzis.

Jameson's Forces Compelled 


to Surrender. 


Disobedience Responsible For Needless Sacri- 


fice ol Lives. 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—The colonial office has 


received confirmation of the reported de- 
feat of Dr. Jameson. 
His followers sus- 


tained great loss of life, and eventually 
surrendered. 


The secretary of state for the colonies 


Joseph Chamberlain, has telegraphed to 
President Kruger, asking for generous 
treatment for the prisoners and wounded. 


MAP OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


The colonial office publishes the follow- 


ing telegrams from Sir Hercules Bobln- 
mn, governor of Cape Colony, to Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, which are dated 
Jan. 2: 


A messenger overtook Dr. Jameson 10 


miles the other side of Elans river. He 
has brought buck a verbal message to the 
effect that fho dispatches have been re- 
ceived and will bo attended to. The forces 
were then saddling tip, and immediately 
proceeded eastward into the Transvaal. 
Dr. Jameson thus received and disre- 
garded my message. Sir Jncobns Do Wot 
(British ngcnt in Transvaal) telegraphs 
that the fighting commenced at 4 o'clock 
yesterday. lie was unable to obtain de- 
tails from General .Toubert (commander of 
tho Transvaal forces) last evening, and 
had heard nothing beyond rumors. 


A second cablegram has been received 


from Sir Ilercules Robinson, which says: 
The British agent at Pretoria telegraphs 
under date of Jan. 2: I have just seen 
General Joubert, and he says that, as far 
as he knows, Dr Jameson hjis been driven 
out of several positions. 
The burghers 


have 25 of their wounded as prisoners, In- 
cluding three officers, and five corpses 
have been buried by the burghers. The 
fighting Is still proceeding. No force has 
yet left Johannesburg to assist Dr. Jame- 
son. 


A third cable from Sir Hercules Robin- 


sou forwards a dispatch from the British 
agent at Pretoria, stating that Dr. Jame- 
son's forces have surrendered. 


Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, in re- 


ply, has cabled to Governor Robinson his 
regret that Dr. Jameson's disobedience 
has led to this deplorable loss of life, and 
to do his best to secure generous treat- 
ment of the prisoners and care of the 
wounded, and to telegraph tho names of 
the killed and wounded. 


Before the Surrender. 


The Cape Times has a telegram from 


Pretoria, the capital of Transvaal, re- 
ceived there from Krugersdorf, ,that there 
had been hard fighting, the forces of die 
Chartered South African company suffer- 
ing heavily. 


The government has Information that 


further forces of the Chartered South 
African company are mobilizing to enter 
the Transvaal, and the Kaffir commander 
within the Transvaal on the Bechuaua- 
land border of the Tt'ree State is ready to 
assisuthe Transvaal, if required. 


Jameson is surrounded by a large force 


near to Krugersdorf. The railway be- 
tween' Krugersdorf and Johannesburg 
has been broken up. The acting president 
of the Free State telegraphs me that 1600 
burghers have been commanded to take 
up a position 16 miles this side of the Vaal 
river. 


In an Interview, Montague Whitj, con- 


sul general of the Trail svnal in England, 
declares that the ITltlanders in Johannes- 
burg never raised a finger to help Dr. 
Jameson. The Boers, hesalcl, would treat 
Dr. Jameson's followers with generosity, 
but Dr. Jameson himself would receive a 
fair trial and the punishment his crlmu 
merited.

Value of a Good Seed Bed. 


The superiority of early plowed, well 


packed laud asu seed bed for wheat was 
proved more conclusively this fall than 
ever before ill the winter grain growing 
belt. As a rule this severe dronghfc mado 
germiuation almost impossible. Where 
fields we ~e broken as Boon as the oats or 
other crops were cut, then carefully 
•worked down, wheat made a good start 
and caine up quite evenly. Ou the other 
hand, ground plowed late or carelessly 
prepared for seeding produced uneven 
and very imperfect germination. If suf- 
ficient moisture happened to be present 
to start growth, the loose soil permitted 
such rapid evaporation that the young 
plant was quickly killed or so seriously 
injured that it will be of little value, 
especially 
where 
any 
considerable 


amount of vitality will be necessary to 
resist freezing temperatures this winter 
and early »3xt spring.—American Agri- 
culturist.

Their Work Will Be Begun 


Without Delay. 


Transvaal Disturbance Furnishes • Direct and 


Opportune Parallel. 


WASHINGTON, .Tan. 3.—Ib is authorita- 


tively stated on behalf of the administra- 
tion that the Venezuelan commission will 
be absolute master ot its own procedure, 
fixing the time and place ot its meetings, 
and determiniue.for Itself whether or not 
it shall visit foreign countries; what class 
of evidence may be taken, and how inter- 
ested governments may be represented be- 
fore the tribunal. 


This Indepeudenoa of action Is deemed 


necessary to secure to the commission's 
findings that decree of weight and respect 
among other nations that can be attained 
only through a knowledge that the body 
is free from any restraint or obligation to 
the United States government which has 
created it. Our government will occupy 
the status of an exact neutral in the pro- 
ceedings. The state department will lend 
such assistance as may be required to 
facilitate the work of tho commission In 
procuring transportation for it on a Unitod 
States warship, it that Is desired, and In 
supplying any records in Its possession 
that may he called for. 


But while it will not allow Itself to be 


placed in the position of taking sides as to 
the merits of the controversy between 
Great Britain and Venezuela, it will not 
undertake to present the Venezuela case, 
nor will it even endeavor to offset any 
evidence that leads toward the British 
contention. 
Therefore the various sug- 


gestions that have been made to the de- 
partment by individuals in this country 
as to where evidence can lie secured have 
been ignored. Such matter is regarded as 
proper for the consideration of the com- 
mission, but is 


Not For the State Doparlment. 


It is pointed out that on this attitude 


the department is exactly consistent with 
Its course in the post. From tho begin- 
ning of the negotiations with Great Britain 
touching the Venezuelan boundary, the 
United States government has especially 
refrained from committing itself to a re- 
cognition of the justice of Venezuela's 
claim, and has limited itself strictly to 
the contention that this was proper mat- 
ter for settlement by arbitiration. 


Moreover, the attitude which the de- 


partment has assumed toward the com- 
mission itself is regarded as a sufficient 
negative to the assumption in Europe 
that the United States government pur- 
posed constituting itself the arbitrator in 
this dispute, for the commission will be 
as independent of the United States gov- 
ernment as it will be of any other govern- 
ment. 


The personnel of the commission is com- 


mended by members of the house who 
take particular interest in International 
matters, regardless of party affiliation. 
The gentlemen selected were considered 
entirely competent to conduct what the 
president in his message expressed a wish 
for—a judicial examination of the evidence 
relating.toitJie&oneidaq*-* -4. 


It was also pointed out that while sev- 


eral members of the commission have 
participated la politics, they cannot be 
considered strong partisans at this time; 
so that so far as oar domestic affairs are 
concerned, they would not be likely to 
enter upon their work' with any party 
ends to servo.

No Delay. 


The presenf expectation Is that th« * 


meeting oc ttio Venezuelan boundary com- 
mission will be held at the state depart- 
ment noxt Saturday. All the members of 
the body, with the exception of Commis- 
sioner White, have signified their ability 
to be here by that time. '&& latter will 
not reach the city before Tuesday, and 
there is a possibility the first meeting may 
be deferred until that day, though this is 
not likely. 


There are a number of questions arising 


In connection, with the work of the body, 
such as the selection of quarters, etc., be- 
side other preliminary matters not affect- 
ing vitally the questions at Issue, that can 
be passed upon by the majority of the 
commissioners. 


The members have not yet received their 


commissions, and hence it Is not positively 
known who will be the chairman, al- 
though tho presumption is that Justice 
Brewer, having been the first named, will 
have that honor. 
Justice Brewer has 


heretofore met his fellow-commissioners, 
and he is anxious that the work which the 
commission was appointed to perform be 
commenced at as early a date as practica- 
ble. 


What needs to be determined first by the 


commission, the justice thinks, is a dis- 
tinct and definite understanding of just 
what facts are desired, and the body can 
then go Ahead and perform Its work 
systematically. He realizes what an effect 
on the public mind the conclusions reached 
by the commissioners will have, what their 
significance will b« and how they must 
curry conviction. The investigation, he 
JITS, must be a thorough one or none ut 
all. 
A Comparison. 


In speaking of the Venezuelan question, 


an authority upon international affairs 
pointed out that the present hostilities 
in the Transvaal furnished a direct and 
most opportune parallels to the South 
American dispute. 


The note of the German government to 


Great Britain, requesting an explanation 
of Jameson's expedition Into tho Boers' 
territory, and protesting against It, he 
thought, would tend to fortify the argu- 
ments of the United States In justification 
of its action regarding the Venezuelan 
boundary. 


The conditions of the two cases are not 


unlike. Tho Transvaal is nominally an 
independent republic, and Germany does 
not claim to maintain a protectorate over 
it any more than the United States does 
over Venezuela, yet Germany assumes a 
right to interfere to check British aggres- 
sions. 
Nor can the German government claim 


that its own safety is in any way menaced by 
any steps the English might take against 
the Boers. It c,m only assert a right to 
interfere on tho ground that its interests 
are involved, which is thought by many 
to be the only tenable ground upon'which 
this government can baso its right to be 
considered u party to the dispute between 
Venezuela and a British dependency. 


There is uo doubt that proceedings in 


the Transvaal will have an interest for 
ihls government, which they otherwise 
wouU' nor. because of their possible ap- 
plication to iho Venezuelan uouuaary cui- 
Rspondeiice. 


Salisbury at Fault. 


A letter addressed by Lord Granville, 


the then British foreign minister, to the 
representative of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment, acquiescing in the suggestion al- 
ready mode by that representative for in- 
cluding in a pending treaty a clause pro- 
viding for the arbitration of any and all 
differences between the two governments, 
IB made public. This letter proves the 
statement made by the London Chronicle 
to the effect that Earl Granville had vir- 
tually concluded a treaty with Venezuela 
In 1885, containing an arbitration clause 
that covered the Venezuelan boundary 
dispute. It Is now claimed that there is a 
wide discrepancy between Lord Salis- 
bury's interpretation of Earl Granville's 
agreement as covering the Arbitration of 
the boundary dispute and his recent notes 
to Secretary Olney upon the same sub' *

In Venezuela'* Favor. 


A dispatch from London states that The 


Chronicle prints this morning the official 
correspondence, hitherto unpublished, be- 
tween the governments of Groat Britain 
and Venezuela during tho period between 
November, 1840, when Sir Robert Schom- 
burgk was appointed commissioner by the 
British government to survey the western 
territory of British Guiana, and April, 
1843, when England finally removed the 
boundary posts whiuh he had set at va- 
rious points in that territory to form the 
so-called Schomburgk line. 


It appears from this 
correspondence 


that on Oct. 5, 1841, Senor Kortiquc, Ven- 
ezuelan minister to London, wrote to 
Lord Aberdeen, secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, expressing surprise at the 
erection of a British sentry box upon Ven- 
ezuelan territory, and urging the necessity 
of entering upon a treaty of bound- 
aries as a previous step to the fixation of 
limits. 


Lord Aberdeen replied to this on Oct. 31, 


Baying that he had received Mr. Robert 
Schombnrglv's report. "It appears," Lord 
Aberdeen continued, "that Mr. Robert 
Schomburgk planted the boundary posts 
at certain points in the country he sur- 
veyed, and that he was fully aware that 
the demarkation so made was merely a 
preliminary measure open to future dis- 
cussion between the governments of Great 
Britain and Venezuela. But it does not 
appear that Mr. Schomburgk left behind 
any guardhouse or sentry box or building 
bearing the British flag." 


In conclusion, after discussing the de- 


tails of the correspondence, The Chronicle's 
commissioner says: 
"If the foregoing 


documents are genuine, and their source 
excludes any suspicion to the contrary, 
then the Schomburgk line Is proved worth- 
less as a basis for any territorial claim."
